Two diplomats — an 
.American and a Paraguayan 
— were kidnapped by loft 
wing terrorists in the Western 
Hemisphere Tuesday and held 
in exchange for the release of 
political prisoners. Their ab¬ 
ductions were the fourth and 
fifth political kidnappings 
within a month. 

The American. 48-year-old 
Lt. Col. Donald Crowley, air 
attache at the U.S. embassy 
in Santo Domingo, the Dom¬ 
inican Republic, was abducted 
by five armed men in army 
uniforms at the El 
Embajodor hotel. 

In a note to news media, 
his kidnappers said Crowley 
would "suffer the conse- 
luenccs" if the Dominican 
government did not release 25 
lK>litical prisoners by 10 a m. 
today. 

The abductors identified 
themselves at the "anti-re- 
clcctionist united command"

Thirty persons are in custody from Victoria to 
Campbell River and arrest warrants are out for 18 
more in the biggest narcotics roundup in the history 
of Vancouver Island and one of the biggest ever in 

Canada. 

Officials of the RCMP, who 
led the arrest raids all over 
Vancouver Island Tuesday 
morning and early afternoon, 
said ail 48 warranty charge 
trafficking in narcoUcs — a 
more serious charge than that 
of pos session frequently 
claimed in such raids. 

They said the roundup 
followed a four-month under¬ 
cover investigation by two 
young RCMP-men thoughout 
the Island into trafficking of 
heroin, marijuana, hashish, 
L^D and mescaline.

Sub-Inspector H. W. Hall,

Nine adults and three 
juveniles appeared in four 
provincial courts Tuesday 
afternoon as complex legal 
machinery was started to 
bring the accused to trials 
that are expected to take 
more than a year to com¬ 
plete. 

The RCMP sub-inspector 
said more than 48 charges 
will be laid. He said the total 
will be "roughly 54,” with the 
other six being trafficking as 
well. Asked about possible 
conspiracy charges, he said 
that will be discussed with 
prosecutors in the four places 
where trials will be held. 


Two unidentified young

WK ARE ABOUT to give up our annual 
[K>und of flesh to the federal government. We 
give it with relative meekness, our muttered 
oaths being poor excuse for constructive 
protest. 

Canadians, over-governed like no other 
people on earth, forced to part with four 
months salary every year to pay for this 
excess of control. Like lambs to the 

slaughter. 

I recommend to you a small expenditure 
of fifty cents for a booklet entitled. The 
Taxes You Pay. It contains breakdowns of 
your tax dollar, shows how government 
expenditures grow and grow; how, for 

instance, it costs us more to be governed 
today than it did at the height of the war. 

★ * ★ 

I WONDER if you realize that hidden 
taxes eat up an average of $450 per year per 
family. Hidden tax on a pair of panty hose 
worth $2.08, for instance, is 26 cents or 12 l ,4 
per cent. Buy a toaster for $11.95 and 96 
cents, or 8 per cent, goes in hidden tax. 

A bottle of rye costing $5.75 sees the 

distiller getting 84 cents. Give the govern¬ 
ment 20 or 25 per cent markup for sales 
purposes and you still come up with hidden 
taxes totalling more than four bucks a bottle. 

We pay sales tax on toilet paper because 
it's a luxury, Ottawa obviously feeling that if 
an Eaton’s catalogue was good enough for 
our grandparents, it should be good enough 
for us. 

■* ★ * 

CANADA'S gross national product — the 
total of ail goods and services produced — 
will kick in a whopping 38 per cent to all 
levels of government and this is the best 
possible example of the bureaucratic cancer 
that spreads unchecked. 

In 1926 we spent only 16.9 per cent of our 
GNP on government. In 1943 — the middle of 
a costly war — we were up to 29.3 per cent. 
By 1950 we were back down to 25.8 per cent, 
but government slowly spread its tentacles 
until we finally hit 30.5 per cent in 1960. 

Those financial rapists in Ottawa, despite 
all their election promises, have managed, 
through wasteful practises, ever-growing 
departments, to increase the drain on the 
public purse by an almost unbelieveable 69 
per cent since 1960. 


EVEN THIS figure j>alcs into insignifi¬ 
cance, however, with the spending of local 
and provincial governments, who have dipped 
into our pocket bodes for an increase of 118 
per cent during the same period. 

Buy a $3,000 car, $428 of that goes to the 
government — 14 per cent Pay 18 cents tax 
per gallon of gas. Pay for a driver's license, 
an auto license, pay tax to drive that car into 
our provincial parks. 

Have a look, brother sucker, at our 
Income tax. Equate it with the same tax in 
the U S. of A. 

IN CANADA, make S10.000 a year and pay 
$2,005 in income tax this year. If Benson’s 
white paper goes through, jump that another 
$37 next year. The same salary in the U.S. 
would be taxed $1,610 27 per cent less. A 

Canadian earning $6,000, pays six per cent 
more than his US. counterpart. 

Win a buck at the race track, give big 
daddy government a share, but don’t look to 
that same government to allow you a 
percentage of your losses at income tax time. 

Governments spend $50,000 without batting 
an eye. If it's wasteful spending they write it 
off as a petty oash mistake. Goverment 
bureaucracy begets more and bigger bureau¬ 
cracies and those we elect, raise not so much 
as a little finger of protest. 

Four month* of our labors go to 
government. Of that, at least one month can 
be put down as pure waste. I’m afraid to 
total it up, 

★ 

FILL OUT and file your tax forms. Pay 
that pound of flesh, but instead of the 
muttered invectives, raise a howl about ever- 
increasing tax loads. Badger the Davids — 
Anderson and Groos. It will be a start. 

Pay your property tax, but make it your 
business to know how your mayor and 
aldermen spend it. Discover any waste, make 
the discovery known. Awareness is the key 
because unless pressured, politicians will 
take the easy road out. 

Remember too that the tax load does NOT 
have to automatically increase every year. 
This is simply another myth mothered by 
those in power who haven't the ability or 
desire to prune the excesses of government 
spending. 


YOUR GOOD HEALTH 


X-Ray Test Not Best 


By G. C. THOSTESON, MD 

Dear Dr. Thosteaon : 

Recently my chest X-ray 
showed some emphysema. 
What I want to know is, 
would I live longer if I quit 
my job and retired early, or 
would I be better off work¬ 
ing? I am a man in my 
60s Y.T. 

Chances are that you'll be 
much better off to keep on 
working until normal retire¬ 
ment age. I say this on the 
basis of certain assumptions 1 
draw from your letter. 

Mainly, I am inclined to 
doubt that you have a severe 
case of emphysema. If you 
did, you’d have been aware of 
the trouble instead of finding 
it out only when you had a 
chest X-ray. 

X-ray, while it can show 


evidence of excessive empty 
space in the lungs, is not the 
most accurate method of 
evaluating emphysema. The 
X-ray signs can be present, 
yet the patient is entirely 
comfortable. He can still 
breathe well enough for his 
needs. 

The more precise method is 
to use an instrument which 
measures the amount of 
breath a patient can exhale in 
a given time. Then you know 
accurately how severe his 
emphysema is. This is called 
a lung function test. 

In short, don’t be obsessed 
by an X-ray finding of this 
nature. Take It in stride, and 
begin taking such measures 
as are wise to prevent the 
emphysema from becoming 
worse.

Last September, the U.S. 
ambassador to Brazil, C. 
Burke Elbrick, was abducted 
and held prisoner for 72 
hours, ‘ until the Brazilian 
government released a group 
of leftist political prisoners 
from jail and allowed them to 
leave the country. 

In August. 1968, U.S. Am¬ 
bassador John Gordon Mein 
was slain by terrorists while 
resisting a kidnap attempt in 
Guatemala City.

WASHINGTON (CP) — 
President Nison spelled out 
administration policy on 
school desegregation In a 
nvejor statement Tuesday 
which left the door open for 
continued racial division in 
many areas. 

While saying that 
J1,500,000,000 will be budgeted 
in the next two years for 
Improving education impover¬ 
ished by the racial situation, 
Nixon established a set of 
principles which amounted to 
a thorough slowdown in the 
movement toward desegrega¬ 
tion. 

He bowed to the 1954 
Supreme Court decision de¬ 
claring deliberate racial 
segregation in the schools 


unconstitutional, but said it 
left room for local discretion 
and for all-black schools in all¬ 
black areas. 

Integration has proved in 
practice to be a mixed 
blessing for the victims of 
discrimination, the president 
said. In practice the principle 
of racial balance often leads 


to a new segregation and in 
any case an arbitrary racial 
balance is not required by 
law, he added. 

In this context he spoke 
against busing students from 
one neighborhood to another 
to achieve racial balance in 
schools. 

The president said segrega¬

Nixon Clarifies School Racial Polic

LONDON (CP) — Berna¬ 
dette Devlin, Northern Ire¬ 
land’s miniskirted member of 
Parliament, stirred up shouts 
and arguments in the House of 
Commons Tuesday after 
spending the night on Prime 
Minister Wilson’s doorstep. 

The 22-year-old civil rights 
leader was demanding a new 
inquiry into the death of 
Samuel Devenney, who died 
of a heart attack last July in 
Londonderry three months 
after a police baton charge.

Miss Devlin claimed that 
street fighting for ihe last 
three nights in Londonderry, 
in which crowds stoned 
British troops, was caused by 
dissatisfaction over the way 
.police handled the Devenney 
case. 

Six members of Wilson’s 
Labor party submitted a 
demand for an Investigation 
of the death, but Miss 
Devlin’s request for an emer¬ 
gency debate in Parliament 
was turned down. 

★ * ★ 

The House of Commons 
flared Into an uproar as Capt. 
Lawrence O r r , 51-year-old 
leader of the Ulster Unionist 
group and MP from Northern 
Ireland's County Down, 
accused Miss Devlin of “seek¬ 
ing to stir up violence" in 
Ulster. 

Labor MPs angrily accused 
Orr of trying to prevent free 


speech In Parliament, and 
members shouted, “Shut up!" 
and “Sit down, you blasted 
Orangeman!" Orr was forced 
to withdraw from the 
chamber. He was promptly 
followed by the five other 
Unionists In the House. 

★ * ★ 

The British government 
insists the Devenney case is 
the responsibility of Northern 
Ireland’s government and 
police, and that it cannot be 
handled in London. 

Miss Devlin spent all night 
Monday and T uesday 
wrapped in a blanket outside 
Wilson’s residence at 10 
Downing Street to press for 
an interview with the prime 
minister. Wilson ignored her 
hut said in Parliament that 
she could easily have arrang¬ 
ed a meeting “in the normal 
way” — just by asking.

“I am sorry you had a 
rather cold night — it was no 
fault of mine," Wilson told 
her. 

After the debate Miss 
Devlin had a 15-minute meet¬ 
ing with Wilson.

LONDON (UPI) — The Soviet 
Union in an unexplained con¬ 
tinuing naval buildup, Tuesday 
sent i t s second helicopter¬ 
carrying cruiser into the Medi¬ 
terranean Sea, offjcial defence 
sources said. 

Within the past two weeks the 
Soviet navy has been steadily 
reinforcing its fleet in the area. 
The move Tuesday brought the 
number of vessels to 62, one of 
the highest in recent days and 
more than double the size since 
earlier this year. 

The buildup coincided with a 
reported buildup of Soviet SAM 3 
anti-aircraft missiles in Egypt 
and Kremlin warnings to 
Britain, Greece and Turkey 
about an alleged plot to turn the 
Mediterranean island of Cyrpus 
Into a "NATO base." 

Defence sources said they had 
no dear indication what lies 
behind the stepped-up Soviet 
naval movements. 

The Russians helicopter- 
oarrylng cruiser, the Leningrad, 
passed Tuesday for the first 
time through the Turkish straits 
Into the Mediterranean. 


Cairo said the Israeli planes 
were repulsed by heavy anti¬ 
aircraft fire and Egyptian MIG 
jet interceptors. He said two 
brief dogfights took place over 
the central sector of the canal 
and the Egyptian desert before 
the Israeli planes fled eastward, 
but he made no mention of 
losses on either side.

For Inquiry 
Stirs Up Fuss 


Three-Front Fighting 
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Dismaying Exhibition 


T HE PEOPLE OF CANADA, and anyone else 
sufficiently interested to watch national tele¬ 
vision or read the daily newspapers, were 
entertained on Monday evening and Tuesday 
morning by an unrehearsed piece of dramatics in 
the corridors of the House of Commons which 
must have disgusted and alarmed many of them. 

The principals in the cast were the prime 
minister himself, Pierre Trudeau, and Michel 
Chartrand, a senior officer in the Quebec-based 
Confederation of National Trade Unions. 

The trouble started during a meeting between 
Mr. Trudeau and members of his cabinet with the 
union headed by Its president, Marcel Pepin. Mr. 
Pepin attempted to read his brief, but he was 
constantly interrupted by his own colleague, Mr. 
Chartrand, who earlier had unrolled a vulgarly- 
worded banner in the corridor mocking the Tru¬ 
deau policy of federalism. 

Mr. Chartrand’s insulting language and 
shouted admonitions to Labor Minister Bryce 
Mackasey, who had tried to quiet him, prompted 
Mr. Trudeau to suggest to Mr. Pepin that if he 
wished they would have Mr. Chartrand “thrown 
out” 

The meeting, if it could be dignified by such a 
terra, broke up In complete disorder with Mr. 
Chartrand pursuing Mr. Trudeau in the corridor 
still shouting accusations and insults. 

The climax came when Mr. Chartrand yelled 
something to the effect that Mr. Trudea was 
retreating “with his goons.” And Mr. Trudeau, 
stung in a peculiarly tender spot for he is very 
proud of has skill in self-defence, immediately 
turned back, apparently eager to demonstrate it, 
saying: 

“I don’t need anyone to protect myself against 
you.” 


More level-headed persons stepped between 
the two. 

The incident and the disorderly conduct which 
led up to it, demonstrate the dangerously high 
political temperatures afflicting the country. 

The meeting between Mr. Trudeau and Donald 
MacDonald, Canadian Labor Congres president the 
same day, showed the tremendous gulf that 
separates their thinking in the control of prices, 
earnings and wages with a view to checking 
inflation. Mr. MacDonald simply refused to co¬ 
operate In the government’s plan to exercise 
restraints in the economic area. 

But Mr. MacDonald can hardly be faulted for 
being doubtful of the government’s sincerity in 
asking a fully co-ordinated effort In restraint. 
There are inconsistencies. 

For instance, he was no doubt aware that, 
perhaps even while he talked with the prime 
minister, the government was pressing on with 
third reading of a bill which increases pensions to 
retired civil servants, members of the Commons 
and senators. There Is an upper limit 42 per cent 
Increase for civil servants, those who retired in 
1952; and 2 per cent for the latest eligibles. But 
members of the Commons will get boosts of more 
than 100 per cent in some instances. MPs who 
serve Just two terms qualify for an increase from 
$3,000 to $6,300. Maximums rise from $9,000 to 
$13,500. 

Mr. MacDonald, and a large section of the 
public, are entitled to ask how the government 
justifies the discrepancies. 

As for the demonstrations in the Commons 
corridors, it seems dignity and courteous debate 
are anachronistic on Parliament Hill. And this is a 
lamentable departure from traditions which have 
served the country well. 


Good Reason for Gulf Park 


pEDERAL FISHERIES Minister Jack Davis 
- sees a number of benefits arising from making 
the floor of the Gulf of Georgia a national 
underwater park. The chief of these is that “parks 
are sacred areas and by their special category 
create their own insurance against pollution. And 
action in an area declared to be a national 
underwater park is likely to be prompt indeed.” 
But he has also said that with park status, more 
federal funds could be attracted to the gulf—more 
money for hatcheries and artificial spawning 
channels—and that “we will also have reason to 
make war on predators like the lowly dogfish and 
litterbugs like the B.C. Ferries.” 

It is a little difficult to understand why the 
bottom of the gulf must be a park to persuade the 
government to spend additional money on fisheries. 
It is a little difficult to reconcile the minister’s 
proposed attack on “the lowly dogfish” with 
normal national park practices, or with his own 
statement that the waters “were In the past In a 
state of nature and they can be in the future.” 
Nature didn't eliminate the dogfish. And Mr. 
Davis’ description of the B.C. Ferries as litterbugs 
is hardly in accord with the facts. 

But pollution-prevention is reason enough for 
creating a national park under the gulf waters. 
And Mr. Davis says that Prime Minister Pierre 
Trudeau and the minister responsible for national 


parks, Northern Development Minister Jean 
Chretien, agree that this is an excellent idea. He 
says further that because the bottom of the strait 
already belongs to the people of Canada, “it will be 
a simple Administrative act to designate it as 
Canada’s 20th national park.” 

The question then is why does the government 
not get on with it? Why is it that Mr. Davis is 
merely going around looking for public support? 

The answer could be that the federal 
government is not as sure of its ownership as It 
asserts. The Supreme Court of Canada ruled in 
1968 that Canada has jurisdiction over the sea 
floor below the low - water mark. But Premier 
W. A. C. Bennett still insists that the jurisdiction 
belongs to the province—that there would have 
been no continental shelf belonging to Canada if 
British Columbia had not entered Confederation, 
taking all its lands into Canada, but in its own 
name. 

With the Supreme Court ruling on its side, 
however, one cannot believe that the federal 
government has much to risk by declaring the 
bottom of the gulf a national park. And as long as 
B.C. Mines Minister Frank Richter refuses to rule 
out the possibility of oil drilling in the gulf under 
British Columbia’s claimed jurisdiction, Mr. Davis 
should have no trouble at all in obtaining the 
public support he is seeking.

Trinidad Bank Takeover Political Tactic

Prim© Minister Eric Williams’ decision to nation¬ 
alize the Bank of London and Montreal was on the 
one hand an unexpected victory for Black Power 
militants in Trinidad and Tobago, and on the other 
a timely political manoeuvre designed to quell unrest 
in the face of an election. 

The Monday night announcement on a nationwide radio 
and television broadcast marked the first time Williams had 
shown his hand since violence broke out earlier this month in 
Port-of-Spain. 


To the dismay of many 
Trinidadians, he had remain¬ 
ed quiet following threats 
against Canadians on the 
Caribbean island and a fire- 
b o mbing, window-smashing 
attack against Canadian 
banks and other foreign- 
owned establishments. 

Williams’ gov emlng 
People’s National Movement 
(PNM) faces an election next 
year at the latest, the second 
since the country became 
Independent in 1962. 

It musrt have been obvious 


to the PNM that the Black 
Power movement headed by 
G e d d e s Granger fould 
possibly cause the party more 
than a little difficulty. 

Although unorganized and 
with goals basically obscure 
as yet, the movement showed 
its potential for growth March 
12 In a 20-mile march from 
Port-of-Spain to the sugar 
belt of Carani. The march 
began with 400 to 500 persons 
from the city’s Woodford 
Square, but numbered close 
to 10,000 by the finish. 

Granger had workable 



Williams 


success in controlling his 
followers, appealing through¬ 
out for a peaceful march. 
There were no incidents. 


What Williams may fear 
most is that several political 
groups could unite under the 
Black Power banner and 
oppose him in an election. 

Half of Trinidad's 1.000,000 
inhabitants are of African 
descent. About 450,000 are 
East Indians, most of whom 
reside in the sugar belt where 
Granger’s suppo tiers 
marched behind a pennant 
reading "Indians and Africans 
Unite Now.” 

★ ★ ★ 

There is no established 
party with professed Black 
Power allegiance in Trinidad, 
although there are indications 
the newly-formed United 
National Independence Party 
has leanings in that direction. 

By taking over the Bank of 
London and Montreal and 
using it as headquarters of 
the proposed National Bank of 
Trinidad and Tobago, 
Williams may also be trying 
to divide the Black Power 
movement by proving that the 
PNM is truly nationalistic.

Bio Powers Unlikely to Help 

Cambodia in Trouble 


Bv HAROLD MORRISON, front London 

The new leaders of Cambodia are likely to face serious 
problems in attempts to oust the Viet Cong guerrillas of 
South Vietnam and North Vietnamese troops or to persuade 
other powers to do the job for them. 

While the United States has expressed sympathy for the 
Lon Nol regime, there is doubt in British and other quarters 
that President Nixon would undertake risks which might lead 
to enlargement of the Vietnam war. 

Probably sensing this, Premier Lon Nol is seeking a 
combined East-West move to oust the Viet Cong and North 
Vietnamese by activating the three-country International 
Control Commission. 

* * * 

The history of this commission — manned by Canada, 
Poland and India — shows that it is relatively ineffective as a 
peace-ensuring body. Its power would be more apparent if it 
could get the full support of the Soviet Union and Britain, co- 
chairmen of the 1954 Geneva conference which pledged 
Cambodia's independence. 

But the Soviet Union and its allies are strong supporters 
of the Viet Cong and the North Vietnamese who have been 
using Cambodian trails as supply routes for the war in South 
Vietnam. 

These forces may be operating in Cambodia illegally, but 
the legal argument is unlikely to hold much water in Moscow. 




Thus, Britain, as the other co-chairman, may go through 
the empty exercise of consulting the Soviet Union on Ijod 
Nol's request but there is little hope in London that the 
premier’s request will be met. Canada has already made 
clear it won’t act without the request of the co-chairmen. 

Probably more to the point is how long the new regime 
may be able to preserve its own existence. Its national 
popularity is still to be tested. Prince Norodom Sihanouk, the 
ousted leader, has played both sides of the political fence 
much to the irritation and annoyance of some of his 
countrymen but he is a crafty politician and he has 
dominated the national political scene for many years. 

* * * 

His ouster may. in fact, be helpful to the North 
Vietnamese and the Viet Cong. Working from Peking, 
Sihanouk at first maintained he would not seek to resume 
power but then called on his countrymen to form a front to 
overthrow those who have seized control in Phnom Penh. 

To the extent that he may still have some support in 
Cambodia, Sihanouk can cause trouble for the new leaders. 
The Cambodian army is reported to be weak and probably 
no match for the North Vietnamese and Viet Cong. And the 
Communists now have a man actively on their side fully 
aware of all of Cambodia's problems and shortcomings. 

Under 9uch circumstances ridding the country of 
unwanted foreigners may become a giant and perhaps 
unsurmount.able task for the new men of Phnon Penh. 




Reds Battle Culture I ide 


Eastern Europe's commun¬ 
ist watchdogs are barking 
more fiercely than ever these 
days at the writers, artis’s, 
playwrights, musicians, 
philosophers and i>oets in the 
ho]>e that they can be herded 
back into the state’s fold. 

The familiar result has been 
repression, as opposed to r<- 
pression a cultural implo¬ 
sion. as opposed to the cultur¬ 
al explosion going on in toe 
western world. 

* ★ ★ 

In the minds of these 
doctrinaire arbiters of con¬ 
trolled esthetics and "posi¬ 
tive" thinking, not only :s 
unbridled expression danger 
ous to social and political 
stability, it also is considered 
strategically detrimental in 
t h e !ile-and-death struggle 
against the capitalist world. 

Le? ihe "enemy” subject 
himself to the chaos of the 
cultural explosion — the 
degenerative influences o f 
permissiveness, the doomed 
babel of conflicting ideas — 
which can only lead to his 
final downfall, they say. In 
the Maixist-Leninist society 
there will be no such chaos. 

* * * 

But the culture watchers 
within the Soviet orbit are 
finding it difficult to stuff the 
genie of free expression back 
Into the bottle. 

As yet, none of the eastern 
European countries has been 
quite so harsh on their 
intellectuals as has the Soviet 
Union itself. 

Nevertheless, writers have 
been jailed for expressing 
thoughts — or revealing facts 
that run contrary to the 
political line of the day. 

* * * 

Probably the greatest con¬ 
flict between the intellectual* 
and the regime is going on in 
Cezhoslovakia. There, under 
Moscow's almost daily de¬ 
mands, the authorities are 
busily purging the univer¬ 
sities, trying to force the 
artists to concede that the 
Soviet invasion of their 
country was a welcome 
necessity for the restoration 
of good Marxist-Leninist 
restrictions. 

In Poland five young intell¬ 
ectuals have been imprisoned 
for smuggling out writings 
attacking the regime and the 
Soviet Union and supporting 
the ill-fated attempt at liber- 
a 1 i z a t i o n in neighboring 
Czechoslovakia.

Carbon Dioxide 
Threat to Earth? 


Observations !>egun in 1957 from the top of Hawaii's 
massive volcanic peak. Mauna Loa, show a steady increase of 
carbon dioxide in the earth's atmosphere. 

According to Lothar Ruhnke, former director of the 
Mauna Loa observatory operated by the environmental 
science services administration of the U.S. department of 
commerce, carbon dioxide as measured on the mountains is 
increasing at the rate of one part per million (PPM) each 
year. Ruhnke said there is also a seasonal change. 

Concentration of carbon dioxide in the atmosphere at 
Mauna Loa is about 315 PPM in May and falls to about 311 
PPM in October. 

There is a scientific debate about what the ultimate 
effects of the rising percentage of carbon dioxide will mean. 
Many scientists guess that the atmosphere will be warmed 
enough to melt the polar ice caps, and thus raise the level of 
the ocean enough to cover many of the world’s largest cities. 

* * ★ 

A few other scientists think the increased carbon dioxide 
may agitate the atmosphere, change the circulation within 
the atmospheric envelope of earth, and cause another ice age. 

Just as scientists do not agree on the ultimate effect of 
saturating the atmosphere with carbon dioxide, they do not 
agree on when its effects will be noticeable to the earth s 
human inhabitants. 

If we keep burning fossil fuels at the present rate, the 
pessimists say, we could feel the effects and notice the 
warming trend within the lifetimes of people now living. The 
optimists say that the earth will run out of fossil fuels long 
before that time comes. 

★ ★ ★ 

Mauna Loa's location is ideal for many scientific studies, 
Ruhnke said. Some of the cleanest air in the world.is found 
there, and all its atmospheric measurements, including that 
of carbon dioxide, represent global averages. The atmosphere 
at the summit and some way below the summit ts protected 
from contamination by an inversion layer of warmer air that 
acts like a lid on the air below it. 

At the 9,000-foot level a bank of low clouds marks the 
inversion and effeciently traps auto emissions, smoke, 
volcanic fumes and other pollutants below, leaving the 
mountaintop in clean air and sunshine.

The efforts at suppressing 
unorthodox ideas is being 
called Zhdanov izatixn by 
some critics. This is a 
reference to the attempts of 
the S v i e t cultural czar 
Zhdanov to force artists, 
writers and even musicians 
and composers to toe Stalin's 
idealogical line in the late 
’40s. 

The notorious Zhdanov 
committee forced confessions 
of ideological srn from even 
the greatest artists so 
thoroughly that the famed 
composer Dmitri Shostako¬ 
vich felt constrained to title 
his next symphony "An Ode 
to Soviet Forestry" or some 
such nonsense. 

* * * 

The process is repeated 
today. And throughout the 
Soviet sphere uf influence the 
attempt goes on to mold the 
ideas of creative artists and 
thinkers so that the material 
that flows from their pens, or 
paint brushes, or chisels or 
film will mold the minds of 
the masses. 

It is clear from the actions 
or orthodox authorities 
throughout eastern Europe 
- that the intellectual is far 
from becoming a member of 
the ruling class. 

Instead they ate to be 
subordinated ta the dictates 
of a leadership which con¬ 
siders itself the voice of the 
ruling class of workers and 
peasants. 

* + * 

But in this age of sophisti- 
cated commu nications. 
lightning travel and com¬ 
puterized lnforcri'ation, t h e 
cultural explosion of the 
world outside the Soviet orbit 
is more tangible, more visible 
and audible. 

And the intellectuals of 
eastern Europe are demon¬ 
strating even under today's 
renewed repressions that they 
are neither insensitive nor 
blind nor deaf. 

The only thing left for the 
authorities to do is to make 
them mute. Oi

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Lumber Exports in Jeopardy 


VANCOUVER (CP) — The 
Council of Forest Industries of 
British Columbia says federal 
tax change proposals would 
likely make it impossible for 
the industry to maintain, let 
alone increase, its exports. 

In a brief to the Commons 
committee on finances, copies 
of which were released here 
Tuesday, the council attacks in 
varying degrees proposals in 
the federal white paper on tax¬ 
ation. 

Among other things, it says: 

"British Columbia's forests 
are large enough to permit a 
doubling of the volume of wood 
processed, and consequently 
British Columbia has a great 
need of capital, provided its 
competitive position in world 
markets can be maintained and 
improved. 


"However, the forest industry 
in British Columbia already 
bears a larger tak burden than 
its foreign competitors, which, 
together with the stringent tax 
installment schedule, already 
imposes an excessive inroad into; 
the cash flow of forest industry 
corporations in British Colum¬ 
bia. 

"Not only would the proposals 
made in the white paper inhibit 
the accumulation of necessary 
capital for expansion, they 
would also increase this tax 
burden to the point where the j 
industry would likely find it 
impossible to maintain, 1 e t 
alone increase, its exports Into 
the United States and other, 
countries. 

"Government policy should j 
encourage the growth in Can¬ 
ada of srtong, world-competitive , 


industries, not inherit them and which account for 85 per cent of

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Trinidad Bank Takeover Blocks Canadian Buy 


MONTREAL <CP) - The 
Trinidad, government'a 
■(TicIsTon - to — take over the 
assets of the Bank of London 
and Montreal in Port of Spain 
has disrupted plans by the 
Bank of Montreal to buy the 
Island bank. 


The takeover decision was 
announced in Port of Spain 
Monday night by Prime 
Minister Eric Williams, who 
said the branch would be used 
as the headquarters of the 
proposed National Bank of 
Trinidad and Tobago. 


The Bank of London and 
Montreal, which operates in 
several Caribbean islands, is 
solely owned by the Bank of 
London and South America 
(Bolsa). 

Until last Friday it was 
owned Jointly by Bolsa, the 


Bank of Montreal and Bar- 
clays Bank of London, each of 
which held a one-third 
interest ' 


London and Montreal for "an 
equivalent value in new Bolsa 
shares,” a Bank of Montreal 
spokesman said Tuesday. 

As part of the deal, the 
Bank of Montreal acquired an 
option to purchase the five 
Bank of London and Montreal 


branches in the Bahamas, 
Jamaica and Trinidad 
The spokesman said the 
Bank of Montreal intends to 
exercise its purchase options 
on the other branches, two in 
Jamiaca and two in the 
Bahamas, but "will waive its 


option" to buy the Port at 
Spain branch since the Trini¬ 
dad government is taking It 
over. 

The Bank of Montreal waa 
not involved in negotiation the 
takeover with the Trinidad 
government.

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A Whale of a Move 

Moby Dick (?) Alim, Well 
And Living in Oak Bay 


By DON COLLINS 

They were calling it "Moby 
Dick" and "spectacular" and 
"amazing" and all manner of 
things, but at this particular 
moment Bob Wright wasn’t 
saying anything. 

He had just watched the 
world's only captive white 
killer whale plunge headlong 
against the net that hung as a 
divider in the whale pen at 
his Scaland of the Pacific in 
Oak Bay 

It was the third time it had 
done so and a question was 
forming in Wright’s mind 
one he was afraid to consider 
aloud 

★ * * 

Would the little white one’s 
litter disregard for nets mean 
it would eventually have to 
leave Sealand go to some 
American pen that is sur¬ 
rounded beneath the surface 
by concrete and not nets? 

"Our main concern at the 
moment," he admitted later, 
"is the apparent lack of fear 
the little white one has for 
nets, for men, for other 
whales. The question is, will 
it adapt to these surround¬ 
ings?" 

It was, of course, much too 
early to say. 

Less than two hours earlier 

just before dusk Tuesday 

the rare albino killer whale 
had been brought from 
Pedder Bay, high and almost 
dry, aboard a seiner. 

★ * * 

Then, in a slow, painstaking 
operation that involved much 
straining, s h ou t i n g and 
muttering on the part of IS 
men, it was lowered in a huge 
sling by crane into the pen 

It was one of a pod of five 
captured by Wright and his 
crew near Race Rocks March 
1 and kept since at Pedder 
Bay. 

Earlier in the day the other 
young one among the five had 
arrived at Sealand in the 
same fashion. But less fuss 
was being made over it 
because it was a normal 
black and white variety.

Not long after the normal- 
colored w'hale arrived at Mid¬ 
day, Haida took on the role of 
the gracious host. Sticking his 
head above the net that 
separated the two ends of the 
pen, Haida actually offered 
the newcomer a herring. 

★ * ★ 

The offer was refused 
The little white whale 
about 12-feet eight-inches long 
and 1.500 iiounds attracted 
a crowd as it arrived belly- 
down on the seiner, May 5. 


It looked a little ridiculous, 
resting in a sling, wrapped in 
full-sized bedsheets and 
mailing constant sounds that 
carried a tone of anxiety. 

Two men rode the appar¬ 
atus holding the sling to the 
surface and three divers 
waited in the water to free 
the whale 

After that (here was about 
half an hour of shouted 
instructions most of them 
from S e a 1 a n d s operator, 
Wright 

Once it was finally free, the 
white whale loafed on the 
surface for a minute or two, 


then went darting off in what 
seemed like a roughouse 
game with the black whale. 

The tempo, plus the sounds 
emitted ^hy thp white one, 
worried Wright. 

"I need some tranquilizers," 
he said. 

"For the whales?" someone 
asked. 

"No, for me." 

He became more concerned 
when the white one kept 
heading into the net, trying to 
make its way into Haida s 
end of the pen.

“Tins is unusual, whales 
don’t go into nets like that," 
he said. 

Haida apparently couldn’t^ 
have cared less. He spent 
most of his time on his back 
at the other end where a 
pretty girl attendant scratch¬ 
ed his stomach. 

Later, the net in the middle 
was removed and the three 
were at last allowed to 
mingle. Haida seemed to pay 
little attention to the others.

"This is going to be a great 
thing,” he said of the whale. 
"It will be the most remark¬ 
able animal in captivity." 

The 17-mile journey from 
Pedder Bay lasted about two 
hours for each whale. They 
were doused with water along 
the way. When both pumps 
"acted up” during the white 
whale’s journey, those aboard 
formed a bucket brigade.

Dr. Alan Hoey said the iwo 
whales had been vaccinated 
and given antibiotics before 
the trip. Blood samples had 
also been sent to a laboratory 
in Victoria to determine if 
there was any infection or 
other abnormalities 

The tests showed the

Patriotism’Lands Luisa in Jail

NftPRll) Maria Luisa 
Narvaez, Duchess of Valencia 
Marquise of Carlago, Countess 
of Canada Alta, Countess of 
Yumuri, Viscountess of Aliatur 
'and just plain Luisa to her 
friends - or the "Red Duchess ' 
to headline writers) lives in 
contented obscurity today in her 
[Kishy. second-storey apartment 
on the Avenida Buzman el 
Bueno. 

Dubbed the "Red Duchess" 
by Randolph Churchill because 
of her trademark (long, flaming 
red hair), this Grandee of Spain 
put up a determined campaign 
in doing battle against General¬ 
issimo Franco to restore the 
monarchy. It nearly got her 
assassinated several times, cost 
her close to 51,000.000 of her 
own money (mostly in fines), 
and brought on her arrest 27 
times with prison terms totaling 
22 months. 

Rut though she lost every one 
of her battles, the Duchess of 


Valehcia eventually won the 
war Certainly she appeared to 
he one, of the happiest .and 
proudest of all Spaniards in July 
1%9 when Prince Juan Carlos 
de Borbon y Borbon was named 
and sworn in as the future chief 
of the Spanish state (with the 
title of King Juan III) in 

succession to Franco. 

Now that her turbulent striv¬ 
ings for the monarchy are a 
thing of the past, the 51-year- 
old, petite, chain-smoking noble¬ 
woman-divorcee is going to 

quiet down and enjoy her 
wealth. In addition to her 
property here, she also has a 
palace 100 miles north of 
Madrid in medieval Avila, con¬ 
siderable land in western Spain, 
properties near the old univer¬ 
sity city of Salamanca, and 

seven county estates in various 
regions. 

Whether this rebellious aristo¬ 
crat of great courage and 

extraordinary qualities of 
leadership (who was once ex¬ 


pelled from her convent sclaxil 
at the age of 10 when she threw 
an inkwell at the Mother 
Sujieriort. will take to a shelter¬ 
ed life, after being m the thick 
of troubles and privation for 
most of her adulthood, remains 
to be seen. 

Luisa was just 21 when, 
vivacious, beautiful (she is still 
very much a handsome 
woman), full of life and spunk, 
while civil war was throwing its 
ugly shadow over Spain. Thus 
was a period when having a 
title was tantamount to having 
a passport to death — but it 
fazed the flame-haired rebel not 
one whit. 

While aboard a Turkish ship, 
which was carrying her and 
1500 other aristocrats presum¬ 
ably to safety In port of 

Syracuse in Sicily, Luisa wheed¬ 
led information out of a sailor 
to the effect that on disembark¬ 
ation the male refugees of 

military age were to be hustled 
back to Franco Spain. The 


Turkish captain of tlie ship had 
already handed out arms to his 
crew to prevent any escapes 

But he had not reckoned on 
Luisa. Taking full charge of a 
bold escape plan, she carried 
out a brilliant getaway for 
herself and all the young men. 
As the ship dropped anchor in 
the harbor at 5:30 a.m. Beveral 
hundred young Spaniards and 
1 aiisa all of them fully naked 
suddenly bolted out of their 
cabins at precisely the same 
time, rushed to the deck, dove 
over the side and swam to 
safety. It took the crew by 
surprise. 

Back once again in Spain 
after the hostilities ceased. 
1 aiisa picked up the cudgels and 
put her take-charge talents to 
work against Franco. His police 
caught up with her one after¬ 
noon in 1946 while she was 
distributing leaflets against the 
existing regime in a smart lea 
shop on Madrid's Gran Via.

Hope Builds Up 
In Pacemaker 


By JOHN MATTERS 

For roughly 580.000, tax¬ 
payers last year put a little 
more hope into the live* of 57 
persons who were in 
Victoria's hospitals because 
their hearts behaved unpre- 
dictably. 

A few might have been 
dead by now; others would 
have had their activities 
restricted.

They were patients at Royal 
Jubilee and St. Josephs 
hospitals who had cardiac 
pacemakers, devices that cost 
about J900 each, implanted in 
their chests. 


The pacemaker Is an 
electrical gadget that gives 
the heart a slight jolt to 
restore its rhythm If it 
flutters or stops. Some emit 
the jolt* at a pre-set rate, 
others go into action when the 
heart performs abnormally or 
stops beating 


Ten years ago. the implant¬ 
ation of a pacemaker was a 
unique and often sensational 
surgical procedure. But last 
year there were 59 implanted 
by Royal Jubilee and 18 by St. 
Joseph’s.

The cartridge* contain am 
explosive force strong enough to 
maim or kill if they are struck 
by anyone in the open. They 
were stolen along with 200 
packages of a material used as 
a projectile in construction and 
not considered dangerous. 


Police said 209 cartridge* 
were recovered , and they 
believe another 50 -were ex¬ 
ploded. First reports said 40C 
cartridges were taken but the 
total now is believed to he 
fewer, since some of the stolen 
cartridge boxes may have been' 
empty. 

The police said four boys in 
their early teen* were involved 
in the known theft, and cart¬ 
ridges were found In the 
possession of three of the boy*. 
Only about 10 of the projectiles, 
known as Jet Line*, have been 
recovered.

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Winning Contract 

By HOWARD SCHENKEN and RIOIABD L. FREY 

The common-or-garden finesse is not exactly the 
most erudite form of play in the world, but nevertheless 
it is very useful and there are a surprising number of 
deals where it provides 
a better chance of 
making the contract 
than any other. 

In this deal you ar¬ 
rive at six clubs and 
West opens the jack of 
hearts, covered by the 
queen and ace. East 
returns a heart and 
West’s nine forces the 
king. 

You are forced to 
admit that this is an 
Inauspicious start, for 
had die ace of hearts 
been with West, the 
slam would have been 
much easier to make. 

However, you have to 
give the hand the old 
college try so you ap¬ 
ply your mind to the 

problem of avoiding the Iusb of another heart trick. 

By far the best line of play is to take Q-A of trumps, 
then lead a spade and finesse the Jack. If it holds, you 
enter dummy with the king of trumps and repeat the 
finesse. Provided the spades are 3-3 or 4-2, you discard 
three hearts from dummy and then ruff the eight of 
hearts. 

It would be wrong to cash the A-K of spjades, with the 
idea of ruffing a spade In dymmy and so avoiding the 
necessity for a finesse. Unless the queen of spades fell 
under the A-K, you would lx? unabje to avoid loeing a 
heart trick. ’ 

It would also be wrong to cash the ace of spades be- ot-ani) 
fore finessing the jack. Such a procedure would cost the 
contract whenever East had four spades to the queen, 
for you would not be then able to win all the gpade tricks.

leniency showed Tuesday In 
Victoria Provincial Court by 
Judge William Ostler allowed a 
25-year-old Victoria man to es¬ 
cape a prison term for assault¬ 
ing a peace officer. 

Peter Stevenson Jones, 25, of 
682 Alpfop. appeared for sen¬ 
tence after pleading guilty 
March 16 to a charge of hit¬ 
ting Constable Richard Mitchell 
during a family argument 
March 15 at 682 Alpiha. 

The judge said higher courts 
have held that “the only suit¬ 
able disposition” for assaulting 
a peace officer is a prison term, 
because the whole system of 
law and order “would simply 
fall down” otherwise. 

He said the conduct of Jones 
“was disgraceful throughout," 
but not^d from a pre-sentence 
report that Jones was described 
as hard-working and a man 
with much domestic tension.

standard of living is much 
higher in the U.S. economy, it 
must be remembered that 
perhaps half or more of an 
American city budget goes 
toward coping with municipal 
problems that a low-energy 
city does not have. 

Much wealth in terms of 
spending and gross national 
product — is simply decep¬ 
tive The U.S. spends as 
much, for instance, in handl¬ 
ing immense traffic problems 
of highways and safety and 
[larking as it does on auto- 
mobiles themselves. The 
wealth created by auto produc¬ 
tion is offset, to a large 
degree, by the cost of traffic 
control. 

The same is true in scores 
of other areas. And this is 
why, though the citizens of 
Chicago may make a dozen 
times as mucS as the citizen 
of Saigon, he is not a dozen 
times better off - and, 
indeed, is often struggling to 
keep his head above economic 
water.

Wealth, In a sense, gener¬ 
ates "anti-wealth" — that is, 
it creates a vast need to 
monitor its own effects so 
that the systerq can operate 
with s3tne degree- of effi¬ 
ciency. 

The more we produce, the 
higher become the "hidden 
costs” of production, as we 
arc now sadly learning in the 
face of grave air and water 
[wllution problems in moat 
cities. 


And these hidden costs ha 1 
a way of compounding ye, 
by year, until the presurm 
"rich" city faces a budg 
crisis, lacking enough funds 
control the very productii 
and "progress” it is so proi 
of. 

Obviously, modern indi 
trial and technological socie 
needs a new and mu 
realistic definition 
"wealth.” One that is not 
goods-and-production orient? 
hut that includes hum? 
social, medical, and rsthe' 
factors in iLs civic a 
national balance shept.

Economics may not lie "t 
dismal science,” as Carl’

T have just been tibked on, in no 
uncertain terms, by one of my readers 
for a sin of omission. She points out 
that while i have devoted considerable 
column space this spring lo the 
selection, pruning, planting and care of 
bush roses, I skipped over the climbing 
roses with hardly more than a bare 
mention. 

_ 1-ooking over my carbon copies, I 
can see what she means. Most certainly 
I didn't have any intention of snubbing 
the climbing and rambler roses, for 
there is no finer subject for clothing a 
house wail or a trellis. 

^ To the novice, any rose growing up 
'a wall is a rambler, but actually there 
are two different classes here. These 
are the ramblers and the climbers, with 
very different habits of growth and 
requiring entirely different pruning. 

The true ramblers make rather 
long, slender canes bearing dense 
clusters of smallish flowers. These are 
pruned in much the same way as 
raspberries, cutting away the flowered 
cancs in the fall and tying in the new 
canes which will bloom the following 
summer. 

AAA 

Regarding climbing roses, 1 should 
point out*that no roses ever climb of 
their own accord — they have no 
suckers or tendrils, and you have to tie 
the canes to their supjiorts. The so- 
called climbing roses and the climbing 


sports of hybrid lea roses make stouter 
and more permanent canes than the 
ramblers, and bear flowers similar in 
size and shape to those of the H.T. 
kinds These are pruned all summer; as 
each flower fades, it is cut back to just 
above the nearest leaf. Then in March, 
all side shoots are shortened to within 
two buds off the parent shoot. 

Where a rose is to be trained up the 
side of a house, it should never be 
planted closer than 14 inches from the 
house foundation. The ground close in to 
a house wall is notoriously dry and 
difficult to keep moistened, for one 
thing, and there is considerable risk of 
soil contamination from chemicals in 
the stucco and concrete. Plant well .out, 
then train the subsequent growth in to 
the wall. ^ 

A- A A- 

Some kind of support must he 
erected on which to train the growth 
This may be a wooden trellis, painted 
or treated with a wood preservative, or 
ii could be galvanized wires strained 
between eylets fastened in the wall. 
Whatever is used, it shouldn’t be flat 
against the wall, but held out an inch or 
so away, so some air can circulate 
behind the plant. 

Two factors have an important 
bearing on your choice of varieties; the 
direction in which,your wall faces, ami 
the color of your wall. Neither white 
nor pale yellow roses would show up 


well agafnst a white-painted waff, nor 
do pink or red roses look good against 
red brick. Some of the red roses fade 
badly under intense summer sunshine 
and hold their color better when grown 
against an east-facing wall, shaded 
during the hottest part of the day. 

One rambler I have found 
thoroughly reliable is Albertine, for it 
has everything one could wish for 
earlines, fragrance, vigor, and an 
exquisite coppery-pink shade when its 
reddish buds open. The leaves are 
leathery in texture, with some degree of 
resistance to pests and disease. 

AAA 

Most of the ramblers "go for 
broke" with one great flush of bloom, 
usually in June, but New Dawn, a 
delicate pink rose, keeps on blooming 
for several months Paul's Scarlet, 
another old favorite, is not quite but 
almost as long in bloom, and its red 
flowers are very nearly sunproof. 

Among the climbing sports of 
hybrid tea roses, I like the crimson 
Etoile de Hollande, the pink and gold 
Mandame Butterfly, and the orange and 
scarlet Mrs. Sam McGready, all 
fragrant. Climbing Peace has been a 
disappointment to me. for while Peace 
as a bush rose is and always will be my 
favorite rose, ils climbing sport doles 
out its blooms ip a most miserly 
fashion, and there are never enough 
blooms open at any one time to make a 
showing.

WK ARE ABOUT to give up our annual 
pound of flesh to the federal government. We 
give it with relative meekness, our muttered 
oaths being |>oor excuse for constructive 
protest. 

Canadians, over-governed like no other 
people on earth, forced to part with four 
months salary every year to pay for this 
excess of control. Like lambs to the 

slaughter. 

I recommend to you a small expenditure 
of fifty cents for a booklet entitled, The 
Taxes You Pay. It contains breakdowns of 
your tax dollar, shows how government 
expenditures grow and grow: how, for 

instance, it casts us more to be governed 
today than it did at the height of the war. 

★ * * 

I WONDER if you realize that hidden 
laxes cat up an average of $450 per year per 
family. Hidden tax on a pair of panty hose 
worth $2.08, for instance, is 26 cents or 12* i 
per cent. Buy a toaster for $11.95 and 96 
cents, or 8 per cent, goes in hidden tax. 

A bottle of rye costing $5.75 sees the 

distiller getting 84 cents. Give the govern¬ 
ment 20 or 25 per cent markup for sales 
purposes and you still come up with hidden 
taxes totalling more than four bucks a bottle. 

We pay sales tax on toilet paper because 
it's a luxury, Ottawa obviously feeling that if 
an Eaton's catalogue was good enough for 
our grandparents, it should he good enough 
for us

CANADA'S gross national product the 
lotat of all goods and services produced 
will kick in a whopping 38 per cent to all 
levels of government and this Is the best 
possible example of the bureaucratic cancer 
that spreads unchecked 

In 1926 we spent only 16.9 per cenl of our 
GNP on government. In 1943 the middle of 
a costly war we were up to 29.3 per cent. 
By 1950 we were back down to 25 8 per cenl, 
but government slowly spread -its tentacles 
until we finally hit 30.5 per cent in 1960. 

Those financial rapists in Ottawa, despite 
ail their electron promises, have managed, 
through wasteful practises, ever-growing 
departments, to increase the drain on the 
public purse by an almost unbelieveahle 69 
per cent since I960 


EVEN THIS figure pales into insignifi¬ 
cance, however, with the spending of local 
and provincial governments, who have dipped 
into our pocket books for an increase of 118 
per cent during the same period. 

Buy a $3,000 car, $428 of that goes to the 
government — 14 per cent. Pay 18 cents tax 
per gallon of gas. Pay for a driver's license, 
an auto license, pay tax to drive that car into 
our provincial parks. 

Have a look, brother sucker, at our 
income tax. Equate it with the same tax in 
the U S. of A 

IN’ CANADA, make SIO.OOO a year and pay 
$2,003 in income tax this year. If Benson's 
white pajier goes through, jump that another 
$37 next year. The same salary in the U.S. 
would be taxed $1,610 — 27 per cent less. A 
Canadian earning $6,000, pays six per cent 
more than his U.S. counterpart. 

Win a buck at the race track, give big 
daddy government a share, but don't look to 
that same government to allow you a 
percentage of your losses at income tax time. 

Governments spend $50,000 without batting 
an eye. If it's wasteful spending they write it 
off as a petty cash mistake. Goverment 
bureaucracy begets more and bigger bureau¬ 
cracies and those we elect, raise not so much 
as a little finger of protest. 

Four months of our labors go to 
government. Of that, at least one month can 
be put down as pure waste. I'm afraid to 
total it up. 

* * * 

FILL OCT and file your tax forms. Pay 
that pound of flesh, but instead of the 
muttered invectives, raise a howl about ever- 
increasing tax loads. Badger the Davids — 
Anderson and Groos. It will be a start. 

Pay your property tax, but make it your 
business to know how your mayor and 
aldermen spend it. Discover any waste, make 
the discovery known. Awareness is the key 
because unless pressured, politicians will 
take the easy road out. 

Remember too that the tax load does NOT 
have to automatically increase every year. 
This is simply another myth mothered by 
those in power who haven't the ability or 
desire to prune the excesses of government 
spending. 


YOUR GOOD HEALTH 


X-Ray Test Not Best 


By G. C. THOSTESON. MD 
Dear Dr. Thoateson : 

Recently my chest X-ray 
showed some emphysema. 
What I want to know is, 
would I live longer if 1 quit 
my 10 b and retired early, or 
would I be better off work¬ 
ing? 1 am a man in my 
60s Y.T. 

Chances are that you'!! be 
much better off to keep on 
working until normal retire¬ 
ment age. I say this on the 
basis of certain assumptions I 
draw from your letter 
Mainly, I am inclined to 
doubt that you have a severe 
case of emphysema. If you 
did, you'd have been aware of 
the trouble instead of finding 
it out only when you had a 
chest X-ray 

X-ray, while it can show 


evidence of excessive empty 
space in the lungs, is not the 
most accurate method of 
evaluating emphysema. The 
X-ray signs can be present, 
yet the patient is entirely 
comfortable. He can still 
breathe well enough for his 
needs. 

The more precise method is 
to use an instrument which 
measures the amount of 
breath a patient can exhale in 
a given time. Then you know 
accurately how severe his 
emphysema is. This is called 
a lung function test. 

In short, don't be obsessed 
by an X-ray finding of this 
nature. Take it in stride, and 
begin taking such measures 
as are wise to prevent the 
emphysema from becoming 
worse

He said it was, "incumbent on 
this court to keep open for 
consideration the offer of the 
Milwaukee group, which comes 
before us March 30." 

Volinn 8a id that while various 
arguments were put forth to 
keep the club in Seattle, nobody 
had come forward with a plan 
to save it financially. 

The Milwaukee group, mean¬ 
while, already has entered into 
an agreement to buy the ekib 
for $10,800,000. 

ONLY OUT 
The deal Would be closeable 
April 30 and would offer means 
for Pacific Northwest Sports 
Inc., owner of the Pilots, to pay 
its creditors. 

"Every way we turn around. 
Volinn said, "we have an 
assured $10,800,000 offer from 
Milwaukee. If we don't take 
that, we have nothing." 

Volinn stressed that he was 
not saying he would approve 
sale of the club to Milwaukee. 
He said his primary respon¬ 
sibility in this case was to 
Pacific Northwest Sports, and 
that he had to be free of other 
court entanglements to decide 
what would be best for the 
Pilots and the creditors. 

Dwyer said Volmn’s .action 
would not affect the /arious 
damage suits agaijfst the 
American League -*nd the 
Pilots.

Unsafe 
—Ennals 


DUNCAN — The Trans-Canada Highway on 
Vancouver Island is inadequate and unsafe. Dr. 
Charles Ennals, nominated Social Credit representa¬ 
tive for Cowichan Malahat, told a news conference 
Monday in Duncan.

They were calling it "Moby 
Dick" and "spectacular" and 

amazing" and all manner of 
tilings, but at this particular 
moment Bob Wright Wasn't 
saying anything. 

He had just watched the 
world's only captive white 
killer whale plunge headlong 
against the net that hung as a 
divider in the whale pen at 
his Sealand of the Pacific in 
Oak Bay. 

it was the third time it had 
done so and a question was 
forming in Wright's mind 
one he was afraid to consider 

aloud. 

★ * ★ 

Would the little white one's 
utter disregard lor nets mean 
n would eventually have to 
leave Sealand go to some 
American pen that is sur¬ 
rounded beneath the surface 
by concrete and not nets? 

Our main concern at the 
moment," he admitted later, 

is the apparent lack of fear 
the little white one has for 
nets, for men, for other 
whales. The question is, will 
it adapt to these surround¬ 
ings?" 

It was. of course much too 
early to say.

Of any possible action, lie 
said "Normally people who 
contravene a bylaw would be 
summonsed and would appear 
in court." 

Mrs. Olszewski said she has 
been swamped with phone 
calls from people voicing 
support for her cause. There 
has only been one call in 
opposition, she said. 

Some callers have had 
helpful ideas, she said, 
especially one who suggested 
that people using buses pay 
fares with pennies when in¬ 
creased rates and new regu¬ 
lations hegin.

Inquest Launched

April 7 in 
the Victoria Law fcourts 
Building to allow a witness 
who is still in hospitaf to 
recuperate apd testify.
